Mr, Basil J. Mathews, whe ass just retaraed from Genoa, says 
that the rocrphine promlem is much more world-wide than the cocaine 
problem at présent tecause it has enormously affected the Far East 
as well as Western Europe and America. It will be recollected, he 
says, that China carried on an immense fight agains: its opium crops 
from 1907 to 1917, when they wore reported to be practically sap- 
preszed and Britain simukancously ceased the exportaticr cf opium 
from India to Coina. But against that waa the shocking fact that 
from 1917 until 1920. a stupendous and increasing smuggling of 
morphine into China was carried oo, as many as 800,000 ounces of 
morphine being manufactured in Great Britain in a year, the greater 
part ¢f which west out through America in bend. This was taken 
across the Pacific and in general transhipped in harbours there, going 
out with diabolical ingenuity, tubes even having been discoysred 
concealed in brushes of Japanese make, | 

The addiction to morphine in Britain and America is increasing 
and the Opium Commission has a very practical propisal toward 
meeting th . Supposing tae merchant in Japan wants morphine 
from Britsin, it is proposed that he first will get a certificate from 
| Dis own Government-showing it is required for medical or scientific 

purposes; then the certificate must be sent te Britain. The Govern- 
ment here must see :t and certify whether to allow the morphine to 
te exported. Under that system no morphine can leave or enter any 
given. country, or countries, without tne will of the Government. If 
this systern <f so-called importation certificates is agreed to by the 
Council Of the League cf Nations, this month will be recommended 
for action in Europe, America on September Ist, and the Far East 
on January 1st, 1923, If international action is agreed upen/by the 
separate Powers, that alone will grapple with the morphine problem. 
Unless we stand together and fight-the-drug traffic, it will destr: - 
us separately. If the League cf Nations did nothing else but cm- 
stitute iteelE as the medium, through which deliverance came from 
this world-wide menace, it would justify itgelf.

A strange state of affairs has 
developed as a result of the 
quarrel between tbe French 
Ragby Federation and M. Gaston 
Vidal, Under-Secretary of State 
for Technical Instruction and 
Physical Education.

This 
angered the Federation, who de- 
manded that M.- Vidal, himselfan 
old Rugby player, should furnish 
proofs of his accusations.

“ M. Vidal's official secretaries to 
heal the breach, but resolution 
to absolve the Under-Secretary 
from all blame and to reinstate 
him in the Federation was un- 
animovsly rejected. 

M. Vidal was told that asa 
preliminary to any conciliatory 
action he must apologise. This 
decision bas acceutuated the con- 
flict. In his official capacity he 
launcbed affresh attack on the 
Rugby Federation, and an- 
pounced the. boycott of the Wales 
vy. France match ia Paris (which 
Wales won). we,
